Fat -.or  Supply  * 

The  main  water  supply  of  the  Town  is  supplied  by  the 
Monmouth  Gas  & Water  Undertaking.  This  supply  has  been 
regularly  examined,  and  in  all  but  three  cases  proved  satisfact- 
ory. Check  examinations  were  made  in  these  three  cases  and 
after  attention  by  the  Company  proved  satisfactory.  Samples 
'fere  ta.kcn  as  follows 

26  Samples  taken  - 20  Satisfactory  and  6 Unsatisfactory 

(a  occasions ) - 

20  samples  were  taken  from  six  private  supplies.  Fifteen 
samples  were  unsat isfa.ctory  snd  remedial  measures  were  suggested 
t'1  the  owners  of  the  supply.  Five  of  the  supplies  are  now 
"•A isfa.ctory  and  the  remaining  area,  Watery  Lane , is  being  kept 
e rider  observe. t ion . 

Two  areas,  one  at  Upper  Redbrook  and  one  at  the  Forge, 
re  now  connected  to  the  main  water  supply. 

Pressure  in  the  Town  is  not  in  all  respects  satisfactory, 
Tqc  Company  are,  however,  constructing  a now  storage  tank  at 
Highfield  Road,  Osbaston,  and  when  this  is  completed  a 
satisfactory  supply,  both  as  to  quantity  and  pressure,  should 
be  ensured  > 

.drainage  and  Sewerage , 

Geventy-one  new  connections  have  been  made. 

Rjycrs  and  Streams , 

Pollution  is  very  slight. 

Closet-  Ac co mmo da t i on . 

There  are  1702  premises  with  Water  Closet  accommodation 
of  which  1433  are  on  main  drainage  and  269  are  served  by 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

Public  Cleansing . 

The  area  of  collection  for  house  refuse  remains  the  same 
as  for  previous  years.  All  salvageable  material  is  separated 
and  disposed  of  to  recognised  dealers. 

The  old  tipping  area  is  now  closed,  and  a new  tip  has 
been  opened  at  Brooksholmo,  Osbf.ston,  Monmouth.

12 . Schools  . 


All  schools  with  the  exception  of  Overmonnow  Girls'  School, 
are  on  the  main  sewerage  system,  and  all  schools  arc  connected 
to  the  main  water  supply.  The  sanitary  arrangements  at 
Overmonnow  School  are  unsatisfactory  and  this  fact  has  been 
reported  to  the  Local  Authority  who  have  taken  this  matter  up 
with  the  school  Governors . 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD . 

Milk  Supply . 

Sixteen  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  where  any  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  the 
matter  was  immediately  taken  up  with  thw  producer. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

During  the  year  10,463  lbs.  of  meat  and  66 76  lbs.  of  edi&Lc 
offal  were  condemned.
